Bolivia Is Involved In the same 
controversy. ;\s she has lost her sea- 
coast to Chile and is now seeking to 
save part of it The latter question 
was recently brought to a direct issue 
by the presentation of a demand from 
(lille, Kciie.ally construed as an ulti- 
matum, requiring Bolivia publicly to 
acknowledge by treaty the soverelgnty 
of. Chile over the seacoast in question. 

About a month ago Chile adoptel 
the compulsory mllit.iry Fystem. under 
which every male citizen, on reaching 
the age of 19 years, must serve as a 
•oldier. This has caused widespread 
concern in South America and has led 
other countries to take steps tow.ird 
akplliir military equipment. Ecuador 
has da^tlsMd Its purpo(M of adopting a 
Hystem like that «C Chile, and Peru, 
which now has only 2.^0 soldiers, has 
taken .teps to have a general enlist- 
ment in its national guard. But the 
ohlef concern has been expressed in 
Argentina and Brazil, as it is the feel- 
ing in those countrlee that the power- 
ful arm:tti:(nis of Chile are not re- 
quired against such enfeebled states 
as ^ru. Bolivia, Ecuador and the 
other northern republics, but will lie 
used against Chile's more powerful 
neighbors in the south. 

Argentina and Chile are separated 
by a long boundary line which is now 
in (lispiifc. The boundary has fro 
qienlly threatened an armed conflict, 
and each country has Ixm n stnadily 
creasing Its armament, land and naval. 
It Is estimated by one of the promi- 
nent ot)SPrvers In Washington that 
each country has spent about |60,000,- 
000 on armadient during the last lO 
years. 

Brazil has recently been brought Int > 
filigrnmpnl hy a cordial reRtoratlon of 
good feeling with Argcntin.i. For a 
time they were oppostsl over a b -nn- 
dary coptest, but by arbitration of tlie 
Vnited States the siward was made in 
favor of Brazil, and Argentina has 
heartily accepted this result. The 
presidents of Brazil and Argen- 
tina have exchangend visits, and dur- 
ing the stiiy of I»repldent Campos-Sal- 
les at Buenos Ayres recently consider- 
ation was given to united action on 
some of these pending Soatb American 
controversies. 

The several movements have had 
the general effc-t of establishing a 
common basis between liolivia. Peru, 
Argentina and Brazil. While there is 
no suggestion thus far that these unit- 
ed republics would use fbrce against 
Chile, yet it is arrrciated that the 
present situation may lead to serious 
results. The Chilean army is directed 
by able Qerman officers, the comman- 
der being General Kooner, a Oernian 
ofllcer. w*ho was placed at the head ot 
the army about 10 years ago. Some 
46 other foreign officers, ohlefly Ger- 
man, also occupy leadipg places on the 
staff atad line.

Mamilton. with whom he had born 
fighting, was the first to bend over 
him and offer aid, but It was too late, 
for in live minutes the Injui'd man 
was dead. The men who had taken 
any hand in the affray at once loft 
the place, but were later found by the 
police, who took charge of fhe case.
